Dream debut for development Ferrari V12 
engine 

The debut of Ferrari’s modified V12 
qualifying/developme nt engine 
lived up to its pre-publicity with 
Nigel Mansell putting his machin« 
on pole position at the French 
Grand Prix. Ferrari appeared with 


four cars — one spare each for 
Mansell and Prost fitted with the 
new engine — and Mansell said

Record-breaking weekend for Ferrari 
The French Grand Prix was one for 
the record books as far as Ferrari 
and its drivers were concerned 
With the victory Ferrari became the 
first team to reach the magical 100 
figure. In qualifying Nigel Mansell 
had given the team a new record 
total of 108 pole positions. It broke 
the total they had shared with 
Lotus, who set their last pole posi- 
tion at San Marino in 1987 with 
Senna at the wheel.

Ford announced their 1991 engine 
will power the Jordan Grand Prix 
car designed by Gary Anderson 
Testing of the new combination is 
due to start in November.

Designer musical chairs 


Williams announced that former 
Leyton House designer Adrian 
Newey would be joining them as 


senior engineer at the end of July 
with an initial brief to concentrate 
on aerodynamic research, Newey’s 
place at Leyton House has been 
taken by talented Lola designer 
Chris Murphy. Tim Holloway, a 
former director and chief draughts- 
man at Leyton House has also left 
the team. 

Former Onyx owner, Mike Earle, 
briefly joined Leyton House as a 
consultant but has now left. The 
team have denied speculation that 
they have had talks with former 
Benetton team manager, Peter Col- 
lins. 

Another factor of the designers’ 
musical chairs is Enrique Scalabro- 
ni’s departure from Ferrari and the 
destination of Ferrari's former 
aerodynamicist Henri Durand, who 
is thought to be heading to Marl- 
boro McLaren 


Senna announcement due at Silverstone? 

Ayrton Senna said at Paul Ricard 
that he would be making the deci- 
sion over his Formula 1 future at 
Silverstone on raceday.

Engine compartment 

At Silverstone Ford introduced their 
Series IV HB engine. Nelson Piguet, 
second-fastest in warm up and fifth 
in the race itself despite starting 
from the back of the field, gave 
ample proof that Benetton’s new 
power unit has a “substantial” in- 
crease in output. The engine, de- 
signed to run at 13,000 rpm, fea- 
tures redesigned pistons, cylinder 
heads and valve gear, while there 
are also new programs for the Ford 
EEC IV electronic management and 
fuel systems. Renault too tried an

Sunday warm-up and to lead the 
race after a thrilling battle with first 
Ayrton Senna and then Gerhard 
Berger, until gearbox problems 
again halted his charge to the line. 
For Mansell followers, however, 
the big news of the weekend was 
his decision, announced after the 
race, to retire from Formula One. “I 
have been doing a lot of thinking 
these past few months,” he ex- 
plained, “and I can assure you this 
is not an emotional response to 
today’s activities. “I am looking 
forward to racing 100 per cent to the 
end of the year. If | can help Alain 
win the Championship I will, and if 
I can win some races myself before 
the end of the year, great.” Mansell, 
who made his F1 debut in Austria in 
1980, said he was looking forward 
to putting his family first for the 
first time in his life. He then held 
out what seemed like the possibility 
ofa racing return by saying he was 
taking “a year off, a sabbatical” 
during which he might become “a 
bit of a businessman”. Mansell, on 
15 GP victories when he made his 
announcement, needs another two 
before the end of the season to pass 
Stirling Moss and become the most 
successful English driver, in terms 
of career victories, in World Cham- 


pionship history.

Senna — where next? 

Ayrton Senna did little to quell the 
mystery over his future which 
appeared to swamp the Silverstone 
paddock during the Foster's British 
Grand Prix weekend. Asked about 
his position in relation to the nego- 
tiations he has been conducting 
with various teams over his future, 
he remained as enigmatic as ever. 

‘Itis down to the other people,” he 
said. “| have done all I can and 
made my position and my condi- 
tions clear. Now they must decide 
what happens next.” The popular 
feeling was that McLaren remained 
in front in the bidding, but it had to 
be noted that Senna was seen 
talking to Ferrari team-manager Ce- 
sare Fiorio in the Marlboro motor 
home within hours of the finish of 
the race 

Rise and shine 

The poor Gitanes Ligier team has to 
face the horrors of pre-qualifying 
for the second half of the season 

Who has to pre-qualify is deter- 
mined in the middle and the end of 
each season. The top 13 teams (26 
cars) which have scored the most 
points in the previous 16 races 
escape the ordeal. Ligier failed to 
score the one point in Britain which 
it needed to edge out Dallara. So 

beginning with the German GP, the 
ESPO Larrousse team can sleep an 
extra hour or two on Friday morn- 
ings.

he Monaco Grand Prix this 
year might have been disap 
pointing for Frank ‘Williams 
in the sense that the best his 
team could manage was Thierry 
Boutsen’s fourth place just a fortnight 
after Riccardo Patrese’s splendi 
Imola victory, but the streets of the 
Principality will always invoke very 
special and personal memories for 
the English team owner 
For it was here 21 years ago that 
Frank's then-tiny organisation dem- 
onstrated that it perhaps had the 
makings of a serious Fl team. | am 
taking this opportunity to reflect on 
the pleasant Englishman, looking 
back from an era when Grand Prix 
drivers enjoy a much higher survival 
rate due largely to the splendid accel- 
eration in car and circuit safety over 
the past twenty years 
In that 1969 Monaco race, a dark 
blue Brabham, entered under the 
banner of Frank Williams Racing Cars, 
stormed toa splendid second placeto 
Graham Hill's works Lotus 49C. Its 
driver was as blue-blooded as the 
car's livery year-old Englishman 
Piers Courage . 
Piers and Frank, in their way asin 
extricably intertwined in the mem 
ory as Jim Clark and Colin Chapman, 
wanted to go the whole way to a 
World Championship together. In 
contrast to the ascetic relationships 
existing between most owners and 
entrants in Fl today, this was real 
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wv book, Prince-and-the-pauper 
stuff. The poor boy from Tyneside, in 
Britain’s industrial North-East, had 
made the big time, fielding a racer for 
thedebonair, Eton-educated brewery 
heir.

Many Formula One people say that 
CART is a second-rate series, That 
Formula One drivers are far supe- 
rior. 


[have a real problem with that, espe- 
cially when itcomes from people that 
are intelligent enough to know better. 
I think deep down they do know bet- 
ter. Bernie Ecclestone sometimes has 
a tendency to try to create a percep- 
tion that the Indy series requires less 
skill on the part of the drivers than 
Formula One. Perhaps our series 
cannot match Formula 
One’sinternational flavour. 
But that has nothing to do 
with the skill of the drivers. 

So the only guys that 
can really assess the driv- 
ing skill are the guys who 
have been on both sides. 
And I’m one of them, Not 
Jackie Stewart, forinstance, 
who likes to take a shot at 
just favouring the one side 
(Formula One). You have 
to assess this with intelli- 
gence and with fact, not 
with emotions like it’s 
being done. And when you 
analyse it all, the people 
thathavebeenonbothsides 
of the Atlantic will always 
tell you that the first five 
drivers from Formula One 
or CART will be as tough 
as can be found anywhere. 
This is the way I see it be- 
cause I have experienced 
it. 


There’s no mystique 
about Formula One, not for 
us drivers. It’s for the pub- 
lic. But for the top profes-

What was it like to work for Colin

That was an experience in itself in 
many ways. For me, it wasa pure joy 
Mainly because, like no other man 
that I have ever worked with, he saw 
the importance of giving the driver, 
even if it was elusive, the unfair ad- 
vantage.

In 1957, when Fangio lapped the 
Nurburgring in 9 min 17.4 sec, there 
were those who said “This time will 
neyer be beaten’. In 1975 Lauda took 
pole position in 6.58.6, at an average 
speed of over 120 mph. Apart from 
the first sub-7-minute lap, this race 
will be remembered largely for punc- 
tures, one of which dropped Lauda 
back from first to third, (The others 
led toa spate of retirements and acci- 
dents.) Reutemann escaped the me- 
chanical carnage to win by over a 
minute and a half from Laffite; this 
was the first really significant result 
for the Williams team. 

Austria was another of 1975's half- 
points races, being stopped at half- 
distance because of increasingly heavy 
rain, and was won by Brambilla’s 
March from Hunt’s Hesketh and 
Pryce’s Shadow. When Vittorio saw 
the chequered flag he backed off and 
spun into the double armco over 
which I had just climbed on my way 
back down the hill; I broke the Aus- 
trian high jump record leaping back 
again! Lauda was only sixth, and thus 
had to wait at least one more race to 
become World Champion. 

During the Sunday morning 
warm-up for the Austrian race, held 


in dry, sunny conditions, Mark 
Donohie' Penske crashed over the 
g@ard-rail into a marshals’ post after 
a front tyre deflated. Shortly after- 
wards Donohue was sitting up and 
talking, and seemed to be little hurt,

One of the most popular features PE ran 
last year was on Bruce McLaren, founder 
of today's all-conquering F1 team. To 
mark the 20 years since Bruce died, Gra- 
ham Gauld recalls his early impact 
motor racing scene, 


ad he lived Bruce McLaren 

would have been 53 this 

year. Had he been a fly on 

the wall throughoutall that 
has happened to his team these last 20 
years, I am sure he would have been 
proud. 

Because of my links with Jimmy 
Clark I got to know Bruce McLaren 
reasonably well shortly after he ar- 
rived in Britain to further his motor 
tacing career. The fact that he was 
lumbered with Eoin Young as hissec- 
retary-cum-manager didn’t seem to 
hold him back any (only joking!), and 
as anyone who knew him will tell you 
Bruce was one of those truly nice guys 
motor racing could do with just now. 

Bruce always wanted to race, but 
compared to most people with the 
same idea he had a lot going against 
him. Fora start he suffered froma rare 
disease called Legg-Perthes which hit 
him when he was nine. The cure back 
in those days was to put him in trac-

He was to become New Zealand's 
first “Driver to Europe” which 
brought him to Britain in the first 
place. He was 20, and repaired to the 
Cooper factory where John Cooper 
and his father took pity on him and 
mechanic Colin Beanland andallowed 
them to bunk up there while they 
built their F2 car. 

The only story I will tell of his 
racing is when he raced in the F2 class 
attheGerman GPat the Nurburgring. 
In those days they ran F2 cars along- 
side their F1 counterparts to fill out 
theentry on thathuge circuit. McLaren 
arrived and promptly won theF2cate- 
gory, prompting one of my favourite 
quotes from Jack Brabham, who is 
alleged to have said: “I don’t know, a 
couple of Arabs come over with three 
spanners anda spare wheel just to fill 


up the entry hstand the 
bloody race. 

Two years later 
youngestdriverto win a \ 1C 
pionship FI race, the 
bring, and he would win three m,.

One personal story of Bruce will 
stay in my mind forever. It wasa wet 
day at Snetterton in April 1964, back 
inthedays when they ran non-Cham- 
pionship FI races there. Bruce was en- 
tered in his Cooper as usual, but a 
young Scottish pal of mine was hav 
ing his first F3 race for Ken Tyrrell 
his name was Jackie Stewart. There 
wasa free-for-all practice session, after 
which Bruce remarked: “Who the heck 
is that guy in the Cooper F3 car, | 
was going quicker than | was!" Fron 
then on Jackie and he became firm 
friends. Bruce McLaren’s name lives

As you crested the hill, the road 
swung left and you started to po 
downhill again. After going left 
through Les Combes, you then started 
to swerve right when you went 
through the tiny village of Burnen 
ville. 

“The Burnenville was a long right 
hander. Itactually went through more 
than 90 degrees, but it took about 
three-quarters of a mile to do it. It was 
all at incredibly high speeds 

“In those days it was just a regular 
Belgian road. So it was extremely 
narrow, very badly surfaced and had 
no edge to it at all. 


It just stopped with a bit of grass, 
then a ditch and a barbed wire fence. 
Things like apple trees and sheep and 
cows just stood there and watched 
you whistle by, There was no run-off 
area. No guardrail 

“On the apex of Burnenville was a 
little row of cottages. The people used 
to sit on the sidewalk right outside 
their front door, having a glass of beer 
anda sandwich, and watching you go 
byrightat their feet. You sort of apexed 
on their right knee. It was absolutely

First used by Grand Prix cars in 1986, the 
Hungaroring is 20 kms north-east of the 
Hungarian capital Budapest, 250 kms to 
the east of Vienna. 


By car: take the M3 out of Budapest in the 
direction of Miskole. The circuit is well 
sign-posted from the centre of Budapest 
itself- in fact from the country’s borders - 
and on the M3.

Budapest is one of Europe's most 
splendid cities, one of the genuine meet- 
ing-points of East and West, with Byzan- 
tineinfluences on some ofits architecture, 
and the magnificent sweep of the Danube 
anditsmany bridgesactingasa magnetto 
the tourist.

In five years of attending the Adelaide 
Grand Prix I have always ne 
general admission ticket and yet have been 
able to take many good Fl pactures despite not 
having the luxury equipment, 
grandstand seating or pit lane pass 

Some of the easiest and most effective shots 
canbe obtained through gaps im the catch wiring 
by lining up the camera lens with the apex of 
the nearest comer, focusing on a point at tive 
apex of the road - and waiting? 

For good cockpit close-ups, pan the camera 
and shoot as the car is opposite a raised section 
of fencing in the braking area of the 90-degree 
comers. 

Eager amateur photographers should 
watch for drivers walking (or sprinting!) along 
between the spectator and catch fencing, or be 
Prepared to scrabble underneath the odd 
grandstand to snap a driver who has spun out 
and hopped over the wall te safety 

Finally. a terrific opportunity presents it 
self at the very end of race day. Whilst fans are 
haggling over sweaty mechanics’ shirts at the 
pit auction, jog down to parc ferme at Foster's 
Corner for excellent opportunities to photo-
